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2. There are 480 workers in the 4 departments of the shipyard. They are 
assigned as follows: 


a In the Mechanics department there are 120 men employed as machinists, 
ironworkers and notor workers, 


b,. The Corpentry department has 150 men employed as carpenters, caulkers 
and lumbermen. 


Go The Woodworking department has 100 men employed as woodworkers, painters 
and masons, 


d. There are 110 construction workers and seamen. 

3. There are approximately 50 specialized workers. 

4. There is a sehool for naval construction apprentices near the shipyard, 
This school is attended by about 200 pupils, aged from 12 to 15 years, 


who receive four hours of practical experience in the various shops, 
and four hours of theoretical studies. 
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5o At the present time, the shipyard is dedicated to the ar banana of 
S22 "Minolovac" mine sweepers, J~40 submarine chasers (Camel), Sa62 
and RelO "Kocaré" tugs, 


a, The S22 "Iinolovac" mine sweopers are the principal objects of 
construction. They are small units, about thirty meters in length, 
and have two motors, each one of 400 HP, These motors are capable 
of a speed of 15 to 20 knots. Each mine sweeper will have four 
watertight bulkheads and will be armed with a heavy machine gun aft 
and a 75 mm. small cannon in the hows. The proposed crew of eact. 
mine sweeper will comprise about 30 men. 
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
